The Gresshopper Too Numerous for its 
Bnemies, hoo for the Kanchers.

Loya.Ton, Cal., June 8d, 1881. 
Editor Gazette: — Dear Sir. The 
ranchers are vow, and have beeu for a 
week trying to drive back the ap- 
proaching graghoppers, by scaring 
them with u piece of cloth in the hand, 
by hauling straw and scattering i 
over them and burning it, by digging 
ditches and turning water in, to keep 
looking 
grain fields here at Loyalton, but 
there are acres snd acres, and even 
wiles of thom in seme locations, aud 
it seems we are to have little left this 
year from the pesky nuisance, They 

are coming from the no:th,aod march- 
ing south and east. Only a few can } 
fly as yet.
